At End Of April Production Showed 
| Substantial Increase 

Automobile production shot upward 
in Canada during April. With a total 
output of 17,159 cars, the daily aver- 
age of 572 cars was 37 per cent. high- 
er than in March, although only about 
one-half the average during April 
1930. 

The index number of production 
computed by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, which started the new 
year at 60 per cent. below normal, 
was at the end of April only 26 per 
cent below normal.
